The time hu not bet n long since the people of 
Loulsvtil • absolutely refused to buy ai tides of 
home manu acture, knowing them to b- tuch. 
A case In p»olui oeeurrs to mind, some years r go 
an enterprising man of small meuas opened a 
little shop for the manufjeture and -ale of 
born cotab . After w< rklng several nt' nth-, 
wasting all his -mall capftal, and 

ra -an tme acc jmpii-h rig very li’tle, the dealers 
of the city In that line refusing to buv of htu., a 
thought struck him. H° posted < V to N*-w York, 
and exhibiting sample- of bis ware-, with prices, 
to w ho. esale dealers, -truck a bargain to ship his 
entire products to tba ct'y. He returned and 
went to work with a will. His New 
York merchant promptly took and 

paid tor all he produced, and 
he began to get up tn the world. Alter a time It 
leaked out that the same dealeis wto refused to 
buy bis wares from him, stmplv because th"> 
w«-re of borne manura ture, did actually buy 
them from hts Nev. York merchant, and extolled 
tb* m as the be-t in the country. 

The duties of our w bob-sal" merchants to our 
manufacturers, rsp dull* m the line of small 
goods, are not as perfectly onderstoo > as th* y 
should he. The best Interests of the whole com- 
munity demand the encourag* meet of our own 
manufacturers, first and beiore all others, 
when this can be done. Every dol- 
lar paid to a borne producer will return 
with Inteieet; paid to a foreign bouse, there Is 
but Utile likelihood It will * v.-r be beard of 
again. If the particular articles desired are not 
produced in this city, let np-rchanrs, as a cl a s, 
take steps to establish eud support a factor? and 
put the produc's on the maiket. Thi- is the 
m<tb3d adopted < lee where, and It eann jt fall of 
success.

Lydia Thompson savs to a Chicago Tribune 
reporter: “1 like Chicago very much indeed. 

1 like the audiences. The people arc appre- 
ciative aud LiscrimiDEting; they sea a “point” 
and applaud it generously; they are whole- 
soul d. Generally speaking it takec two or 
three nights to niak,- burlesque take; but here 
wc were received splendidly on the first night. 

I do not know that we captivated the 
audiences or took them by storn ; but 
they took us by surprise.

Counting Coin iu the sub ITcasuyr. 

I Fro n the New York Tlm-^,] 

Many people aie under the iinprcs ion ’hat 
each piece of coin is counted separately iu 
these examine ions, but a little reflection will 
convince .hem that this is an error Oue man 
could scarcely count $1110,000 on an average 
iu a day, and to examine ut this rate would 
consume too much time, nor would it be 
neccs. ary. Each denomination of gold is 
paek«d separately, and the b.g labeled with a 
ug, showing the character of t'*c coin, aa ! the 
amount. In the process cf counting one of 
the sealed chests wi.l be open d, the co* tents 
carried ou trucks into tne gold room, and then 
one bag will b* counted unci the remainder of 
the same denomination weighed against it iu 
accurately adjusted scales. * Should any per- 
c ptible oitTi-r* uee iu weight be note the 
content* of the deficient bag will be counted, 
aud thus any error will be guarded against. 
Should nothing occur to prevent, the exami- 
nati u w ill progress at the rate of $10,000,000 
per day. When the contents of ou>- chest 
have been examined thc coin will be returned 
to it, the ch< st locked and sealed with he 
initals of the Committee aud th representa- 
tives of both Senator Folger uud General But- 
terfield. This work mu t be conducted bv 
daylight, in order tnatno possibility of the 
loss or a piece may occur. It i>, perhaps, un- 
necessary to say that the public will not be 
admitted to these examinations. 

A correspondent of the Washington 
Chronicle, who lias beeD two days iu Georgia, 
is confident about that State. He writes: 
‘There is no Suite South in which valuable 
ftfrius can be had more reasonably thau in 
Georgia. Fifteen dollars au acre for cotton 
lands that will produce at least thirty dollars 
peraunurn 16 the highest rite.

The experiment of 
Mr. True iu Madison, and the splendid success 
of the Noble faini.y, former Pennsylvanians, 
near Rome, tog- ther with a thousand other 
examples, show that capital aud brains can be 
as .-afely invested iu varied agriculture aud in 
iron. Not unfitly was Georgia called the Em- 
pire of the South. It only needed the war 
she helped to precipitate, and the losses 
which her people are still bewailing, to prove 
tbe full significance of the appellation. The 
execrated Sherman, like thc skillful surgeon 
who removes the tumor which threatens to 
grow over .he heart, broke the prison doors 
of Geoigia, and opened to her a world of 
health and happiness.” 

|3T In thc Circuit Court at Belleville, Illi- 
nois, recently. Judge Gillespie announced a 
very important decision iu thc ca»c of the 
People vs. TiiOrnbury. Thorubury was iu- 
diced for having Texas cattle in bis possession 
iu St. Clair county, aud C. W. Thomas, Thorn- 
bury’s attorney, made the point that the law 
of Illinois called the “Texas cattle law” was 
not Constitutional; that the power in- 
v voted in Congress to regulate commerce 
could not be exercise by a State Legislature; 
and that a State Legislature had no more 
right to prohibit Texas cattle than it bad to 
prohibit Louisiana sugar or Connecticut 
clucks. Tbe court held the law- unconstitu- 
tional, and quashed the indie r mcnt. There 
were suits pending against other parties in- 
dicted for similar otteuses, which will now, 
doubtless, be disposed of in the same way.

FATAL SnOOTING. 

A. D Richardson, formerly a war corre- 
spondent and long an attache of the New 
I ork Tribune, was shot, it is thought fatally, 
this evening by Paul McFarland, a lawyer by 
profession, be ween whom has existed tor a 
eousidcrab.ctime pa--t an estrangement caused 
by the alleged intimacy of the former with 
tue latter’s wife. McFarland, who seems to 
have had tho entry of the Tribune, waa 
standing behind tbe counter iu tho business 
department iu conversation with one of the 
employes about 6 o’clock this evenieg. Mr. 
Richardson entered the Tribune office, and 
going up “ the counter entered into conver- 
sation with a young mau who was in the habit 
of working for him. 

A few minutes after Richardson’s entrance 
McFariaud walked over towards him, and, 
without saying a word, fired a pistol ball by 
which he wouuded Richardson iu tho abdo” 
men. The woundc . mau, without saying a 
word, walked up to the Tribune editorial 
robins, from whence he was conveyed to tbe 
Astor House to have his wound attended to. 
He is not expected to recover. McFarland 
was arrested. There seems to have been no 
recent incentive to this deliberate deed. A 
difficulty between McFarland and Richardson 
occurred over a year ago. Richardson, at the 
time referred to, di-nied the charge of improp- 
er intimacy with McFarland’s wife, hm pub- 
lished a ca'rd stating hi-, intention to marry 
her after a divorce Lad beeu procured. 

THE CUKBOAT3.

Persons iu the Tri- 
bune office think McFarland was under the 
influence of liquor. At this hour (midnight) 
Richardson is easier, and hopt-s are enter- 
tuiued of his recovery, as the ball seems to 
be lodged in the stomacL. His rooms in the 
Astor "House have been visited by many 
prominent citizens and hosts of friends anx- 
iously inquiring about liis condition. There 
is a feeling of deep indignation in the commu- 
nity against the man who has twice attempted 
deliberate assassination.

Split is Widened. 

Ricumi'ND, N iv. 25 — Th • Republican State 
Convention to-day ado t< d an andres* to C n- 
.■•res! It set* ’orth that tbe el ctiou iu V.r- 
gi ia w.saC i fid' rat, triumph, achieved by 
intimidation and fraud. Republican meeting* 
have been, in some instances, broken up by 
nu -bs; that the true secret of the Republican 
defeat was l>y submission to a separate vote of 
t *e test o. t.i and <!L-frai)cb.s'ng clauses, which 
hi: b en in. < rted in the con- 1 tutiou in the sp; - 
it of th* reconstruction act-; taui the conven- 
lion l ave the greatest confluence in the repul - 
li anisra aud state, mansliip of the pres* and 
a majority of Congress, but they were misled 
ab ;o the true state of affuir* in Virglrda; th i' 
the | resent Legislature is dreloyul nid illegal, 
and even though it rat tied the 15th amend- 
ment it will enact educational and property 
qualification*, so as to entirely destroy ihc 
influence of colored suffrage, and present the 
colored voters from either holding office or 
sitting in the jury-box. 

The uddre. s asks Congress to order a new 
elec tion, with the consritution submitted as a 
whole, and end a military force sufficient to 
protect the Republicans* in their rights; or 
require the test oath of members of the Legis- 
lature, a>-d award the scats of members unable 
to take the oath to eligible opponents who 
received the n x highest vote The address 
is signed by six out of eight of the c unmittcc 
appointed to prepare it. The other two niem- 
tiers supported a substitute asking Congress 
for tbe immediate admission of the State, and 
at the same time to exact guarantees that 
every citizen shall enjoy every right under the 
Federal and Sta’e Constitutions. 

Ihe substitute was defeated and the origi- 
nal address adop’ed bv a vote of 123 to 21. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing Grant’s 
administration aud pledging support to it; 
requesting the President to make fed . rul ap- 
pointn ents in Virginia only on recomtnerda 
tiou of Re oblicun tncmb rs of Congress from 
the State or the State Central Committee; re- 
joicing in the reduction of the national debt 
•and approaching specie payments; deprecat- 
ing the appointment of conservatives to of- 
fice over Republicans ana indorsing the Re- 
publican members of the Legi.-latr.re. 

The Convention tbjn proceeded to elect a 
chairman of the State Committee. The sup- 
porters of the defeated substitute nominated 
Gen. Wickham. I heir opponents uninitiated 
Charles fl. Porter. The trieuds of the sub 
6titute, conceiving that they didn’t get fair 
play, withdrew from the Convention. The 
withdrawing members were about thirty in 
number, including J. H. Platt and R. H. 
Sayer, Republican members elect toCougres-; 
John W. Jenkins. Chairmau of the Republi- 
can State Central Conimitiee;Carr and Haskell; 
J. U. Clements, late Republican candidate for 
Licutcuant Governor; Morgan aud Jackson, 
of tho Legislature. The withdrawing mem- 
bers signed the substitute and will forward it 
to Congress. 

After the withdrawal to-night the convcn- 
vention went on and elected Mr. Porter as 
Chairman of the State Central Commi’tee. 

Resolutions were adopted asking the gov- 
ernment to exteud aid to colored men durinir 
the present severe weather. Adjourned 
sine die. 

The withdrawing members held a meeting 
and issued a call for s National Union of Re- 
publicans, of Virginia, who>. are iu favor of 
free thought and speech, to meet here to- 
morrow and perfect an organization of paity, 
oigued by oil the white and colored scceders.
